Washington, Nov. 7.—In 
the 
ab- 


scence of Secretary Lansing and oth- 
er high officials of the state depart- 
ment, the course of the United States 
in dealing with the steamer Lanao, 
sunk by a submarine October 28th, off 
the Portuguese coast, was . undeter- 
mined. The department was without 
official advices from consular or diplo- 
matic officers on details of the sinking. 
On strength of press dispatches, offl- 
cials here were inclined to believe 
there is tout little ground for an Ameri- 
can protest, since the ship carried 
contratrand, and her crew transferred 
without action. The Question of her 
registry apparently is the only trouble- 
some factor. 


Not Under U. S. Flag. 


Despite the declaration of her Amer- 
ican captain that he was under Amer- 
ican registry and flew the American 
flag when sunk, the official view at the 
depanment of commerce, which han- 
dled the change of registry, was that 
the Lanao had been sold by the Finti- 
ley Mlliar Steamship company of Ma- 
nila to Hans Hannevrg of Christlania, 
Norway, and that while actual transfer 
to her owners had not been made, the 
sale had gone far enough legally to 
take her from under the protection of 
the American fteg. 


New Problem of Law. 


A problem of international law new 
to the present war, however, raised 
on this point, and officials realize that 
with the return of Mr. Lansing care- 
ful consideration must be given to de- 
tails of the sale .and of all the circum- 
stances surrounding the sinking. 
Department of commerce 
officials 
relied on the report of the consul gen- 
eral at London, dated July 26, and 
stating that the Lanao had been sold 
to Hans Hannevrg, 
as establishing 
change in the ownership. They point- 
ed out, however, that the vessel orig- 
inally was under Philippine registry 
and that the Philippine govemmen 
has the jurisdiction over her transfei 
which when finally consumated woul 
be entered upon department records 
Reports of such transfers are slow i 
reaching the department, and none on 
the Lanao hae come.

SUNK IN DUEL WITH

Attempt to Torpedo Transport Result*

stroyer were sunk In a duel on the 
night of October 16, according to an.

The submarine had at- 
tacked a transport which escaped.

~ on the"night of October 1G-17 to tor- 
pedo one of our transports conveying 
troops, but was discovered and attack- 
ed by a ^convoying destroyer. The 
submersible and the destroyer 
sank, 
whili the transport reached its des- 
tination safely. The majority of the 
crew of the destroyer were saved. 
Two officers and eleven men of the 
crew of the submarine were made 
prisoners.Darin9 Night Raid. 
"On the night of November 1, our 
destroyers, after crossing boldly and 
successfully a. mine zone and sur- 
mounting by their daring, solid obsta- 
cles descending the 
Fasana Pola 
Canal, managed to enter the custom- 
ary anchorage of part of the Austrian, 
fleet. Two torpedoes were fired against 
one ship and were observed to catch in 
the vessel's torpedo net. 
"For two hours our destroyers rec- 
onnoitered .within a few hundred yards 
of the forts and strong citadels of 
Pola, and only withdrew when they 
had accomplished difficult and most 
delicate missions. Numerous powerful 
searchlights beat the sky and sea. and

According to the known strength of 
the British navy at the beginning of 
the war, it has lost 14 per cent of its 
battleships. 30 per 
cent of its ar- 
mored cruisers and 14 per cent of its 
protected cruisers. Thirty-nine ships 
of a total of 443,500 tons have been 
destroyed by German naval forces. 
The extent of the British loss is 
notable in view of the fact that at the 
beginning of the war 
the 
French 
navy's tonnage was 497,000 and the 
Italian navy's 335,000. 
Moreover the British navy has lost 
fifty torpedo boats of 71,500 tons, and 
s event v-six submarines. 
The "figures given take into consid- 
eration only those losses regarding 
which no doubt exists.

partment, and after the disintegrating 
process had continued five lone days 
and lour nights, the final wresting of 
the confession from him. 
"We were suspicious of Corncvalo 
from the start," declared the chief m 
teUing his story. He gave the de-

members and

Tracey full credit and got away from 
his part in the work by using the pro- 
noun 'we' rather than 'I. . 
"We thought it queer when COTHP- 
vale silently slid in through the back- 
door as we questioned the family an 
hour after the murder. He said thct 
he had been down town to g«t a shave 
and that he visited severnl saloons. 
We accounted for his time at those 
places, but later we found a full hour 
which even Cornevale himself could 
not account for.
